General Course Information 


Hotel : A room has been held for each participant in the course. You must call the hotel and 
guarantee your room with a credit card. If you are planning on sharing a room with a co-worker 
please inform the hotel with whom you will be sharing. This will allow the hotel to release one 
of the rooms from our block. You must call and guarantee your room no later than three weeks 
prior to the start of the seminar. At that point all rooms that have not been guaranteed with a 
credit card will be released. This means you may not have a room! The hotel phone number is 
888-478-8950.

Transportation : The closest airport is Dulles International. The hotel offers a free shuttle to 
and from the airport.
